We  are  confronted  In  onr  thoughts  by  three 
difficulties 


It  Is  dMBcolt  for  some  to  see  God’s  hand  at 
all  In  the  death  of  any  person.  The  opefation 
of  natural  law  will  be  looked  to,  as  la  the  case 
before  u#  we  think  of  the  croel  bullet  which, 
baffling  the  utmost  skill  of  physicians,  wrought 
lu  deadly  work.  It  Is  more  difficult  t»  see 
the  divine  hand  In  the  death  ©f  a  loved  one. 
Despite  the  heroic 
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Despite  the  heroic  attitude  of  Ms®.  G®»Seld 
daring  weeks  of  mO*t  earnest  devotk*.  no 
wonder  Is  it  that  at  the  last— <Ik*ed  and  be¬ 
wildered  in  the  fullness  of  her  sorrow— she 
should  have  exclaimed:  “Oh,  why  am  1  made 
to  suffer  this  cruel  wrong  I"  When  to  these 
things  la  added  eminent  fitness  for  uaeralneaa, 
then  the  Usk  of  seeing  God’s  connection  with 
the  untimely  death  becomes  most  difficult. 

A  second  difficulty  to  found  tn  the’b»«i*i»«r" 
of  our  President'®  death.  An  asssmla  with 
cruel  cunning,  after  repeated  plots,  finally 
carries  out  bis  malignant  purpose.  Where— 
we  ask— ia  God’s  hand  in  such  an  evesfi  ?  Re¬ 
member  Jndas,  who  with  sordid  motive  betray¬ 
ed  the  Son  of  Man.  God  did  not  In  tee  lea* 
Influence  him  to  the  set,  but  rather  “the  devil 
entered  into  him;”  yet  out  of  the  etil  God 
wrought  good,  and  Jesus  “was  deliver*^  by  the 
determinate  counsel  and  foreknowledge  of 
God,"  for  the  sin  of  the  world.  So  Christian 
faith  will  view  God’s  hand  in  some  way,  only 
certainly  and  be*  known  to  God,  worttjng  good 
for  the  people  through  the  recent  deed  of  wick¬ 
edness.  Yet  our  Inborn  sense  of  Justice  will 
see  that  the  end  of  Jndas  w*a  in  barmfmv  with 
hi*  base  act;  and  no  punJanmeut  severer  could 
be  devised  for  the  cowardly-  wreteh  yrkf  cringe. 
In  bis  brutal  fear  In  prison  at  Washington, 
than  test  he  be  compelled,  as  Chinese  criminals 
are  soon  sentenced  to  do— to  execute  himself, 
like  Jndas,  to  “hang  himself.”  The  rope  has 
been  made  that  wUlJbsn^hlp;  »od  “f °4  hare 
fact  that  our  President’s  death  occurred  in  the 
face  of  so  many  prayers  offered  for  his  recovery. 
Day  by  day,  in  private  and  In  public,  by  Jew 
and  Gentile,  by  Christian  and  men  not.  woA  to 
pray,  was  he  remembered  In  supplication.  The 
Nation— South  and  North— wa*  a  onlt  in  pray¬ 
er.  Every  motive  that  we  coaid  think;  of  ws# 
urged.  Yet  he  died.  What  shall  we  ®sy — that 
all  wn  In  vain  ’  Not  sot  for  In  prayer  we  have 
been  brought  nearer  to  God.  But  if  sqy  will  In 
unbelief  frame  worda  of  reproach  agaiftst  God, 
then  1  aak  wbo  of  us  will  say  that  our  prayers 
were  such  as  deserved  the  answer  we  sought?

God.  Tet  be  it  remembered  that  w< 
subject  to  a  higher,  wiser,  better  will  than  our 
own.  And,  granting  that  the  prayeryjwas  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  God,  tbe  fact  that  tbe  President 
was  not  spared  Is  strongest  evidence  that 
God  has  some  other  end  in  view  than  we  have 
thought,  or  the  very  Interests  dear  to  ns  are 
better  to  be  secured  bv  death  than  by  life.

God  Is  directing  attention  to  that 
condition  of  tbe  people  which  renders  such  an 
tbe  assaeaiuarioQ  of  snch  a  man  possible — an 
act  shaming  tbe  civilisation  of  tbe  age  and  of 
onr  country.  Although  the  set  of  one  man, 
and  condemned  by  tbe  many,  it  yet  sprang  from 
tbe  political  spirit  of  tbe  times,  Irue  of  all  tbe 
parties,  which  holds  that  “to  the  victor  belong 
tbe  spoils."  If  this  only  has  been  wiped  oat  In 
the  blood  jast  shed,  end  tbs  substitute  be  mode 
that  to  the  victor  belongs  the  work  ot  caring 
for  all  the  people,  the  sacrifice  will  not  have 
been  in  vain?^ 

President  Garfield  was  too  great,  too  wise, 
too  good  for  us— not  for  our  need,  but  for  us 
to  follow.  His  pastor  at  Mentor  uses  the  sig¬ 
nificant  words,  “He  was  thoroughly  lu  earnest 
to  oppose  Mormonism.”  I  believe  he  would 
have  undertaken  to  execute  tbe  lawk  of  tbe 
land  against  that  law-defying  power*.  Tbe 
country  Is  not  ready  to  follow  a  leadership  that 
might  involve  the  country  in  war.  “Let  us 
have  peace,"  would  have  been  our  plea,  and 
the  politic-tons  weald  have  truckled  to  the  evil 
to  gain  or  maintain  power. 

In  ways  of  which  we  may  not  thlak  God  may 
work  good  otot  of  on.-  trial.  The  so|  of  this 
country  Is  being  sown  with  such  seed-corn  aa  a 
Lincoln  and  Garfield.  We  lay  the  sacred  form 
of  another  martyr  in  tbe  ground,  but  “bis  soul 
is  marching  oo,"  beckoning  ns  to  follow  in  his , 
steps  and  to  accept  the  trust  he  was  compelled 
to  lay  down,  and  of  which  he  spoke,  when,  on 
the  is*  day  of  hla  life,  awakening  fro*  sleep,
